TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Monroe on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the report of the Budget Committee. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to distribute the Inventory Blanks at the time they 
appraise the property to be taxed. 


5. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Real Estate taken over for non-payment of Taxes. 


6. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not to 
exceed $90,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue 
in the name and on the credit of the Town, negotiable 
notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the cur- 
rent municipal year, from taxes collected within the 
current municipal year. 


7. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to keeping a Physician in Town.

8. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to keeping a Recreation Director in Town. 


9. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to eliminating the Budget Form of government in 
Monroe. 


10. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to throwing up a portion of the so-called “Smutty 
Hollow” road, beginning at the Ray Lang house and 
thence in an Easterly direction to the end of the 
road. 


11. To see what action the Town will take in adopt- 
ing the Australian Ballot for the election of all Town 
Officers. 


12. To hear all reports of Committees and Officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


13. To transact any business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Monroe Free Public Library has had a successful 
year and its circulation has increased by 240 books 
making the whole circulation 8,281 for 1954. 


At last reports we had the second largest per 
capita circulation in the state. 


The State Library’s bookmobile makes its regular 
visits once in six weeks with Children’s books, Adult 
fiction and non-fiction; beside that we have borrowed 
many non-fiction books from the State Library. 


We regret losing Mrs. Katherine Johnson from our 
board of trustees by resignation last spring. 


The Librarian and one trustee attended the re- 
gional library all-day meeting at Woodsville this fall. 


Prior to the town Centennial this summer Mrs. 
Emily Pike and family spent some time cleaning and 
arranging the Historical Room over the Library. 


We wish that the Citizens of Monroe would take an 
interest in our historical collection. We believe we 
could have an interesting exhibit that as the years go 
on would be of increasing value to all. The Library 
still aids the Handicraft Group with very satisfying 
results. The Group made and gave for souvenirs to 
be given away at the Centennial celebration over 800 
articles in woodcarving, weaving, hooking and maple 
sugar cakes. Besides this they made and consigned 
for sale, mostly to the New Hampshire League of Arts 
and Crafts, nearly $1,500 worth of articles, which 
proves it has been a very worthwhile project. 

New books are bought by the Library every month 
both juvenile and adult fiction and non-fiction. 


The pupils of the seventh and eighth grades with 
their teacher Mrs. Mildred Daniells visit the Public 
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Library nearly every week for research and to learn 
how to use the library. We appreciate this opportunity 
of working with the school. 

As our book and magazine collections increase, and 
more of our citizens are using the Library every year, 
it will not be long before the present Library build- 
ing will need to be enlarged and improved to meet 
the demands. Already the book space is getting 
cramped. We are very glad of the opportunity of 
being of assistance to the several committees work- 
ing on the town history, and hope the interest in 
town history will not terminate with the publishing 
of the book.

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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION IS 
EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


Carelessness is responsible for 97 percent of all our 
forest fires. This is a serious indictment of our in- 
terest in our own welfare and that of our neighbors. 
In too many instances this carelessness results in the 
destruction, not of the careless one’s own property, 
but of someone not even known to him. 

Thoughtlessly thrown lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers and fisher- 
men; the careless burning of debris during hazardous 
periods, high winds or in dangerous locations; im- 
properly extinguished camp or cook fires—all add 
up to the CARELESSNESS that means serious loss 
of property, disruption of industry and farm work 
and unnecessary expenditures of town and state 
funds. 

It points to the need of eliminating CARELESS- 
NESS so far as it concerns fire from our daily life. 
The rules are simple—your cooperation is earnestly 
solicited. 

1. Be careful with fire in or near woodlands. 

2. Be sure that all lighted material—cigars, ciga- 
rettes and matches—is completely out before 
discarding it. Use ash trays in autos. 

3. Secure the required written permission to burn 
from your local forest fire warden when the 
ground is not completely covered with snow. 

4. Insist that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 

5. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aid him to extinguish it.

The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town 
of Monroe qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said district 
on the 8th day of March, 1955, at 1:00 o’clock in the afternoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the ensuing three 
years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board and 
Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officer or agent 
of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors, and Committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and appropri- 
ate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district officials 
and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the dis- 
trict; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance between 
the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the school district will vote to adopt a plan for extend- 
ing to employees of the school district the benefits of title II of the 
Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor’s Insurance) as 
authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 1951 and to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to defray the school district’s share of the 
cost thereof. 


10. If the foregoing article is adopted to see if the school district 
will authorize the School Board to execute on behalf of the school 
district the necessary agreement with the State of New Hampshire to 
carry into effect the plan and to see if the school district will designate 
the School District Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the 
administration of the plan. 


11. To see if the District will vote to make alterations, enlargements, 
and improvements to the Monroe Consolidated School building. 


12. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate not 
exceeding $70,000.00 for the purpose of making alterations, enlarge- 
ments, and improvements to the Monroe Consolidated School building 
and for the purchase of any necessary new equipment therefor.

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Current census figures show an increase in pupil 
enrollment until 1959, at which time the present 
school population of 73 will reach a total of 90. This 
high school peak will be reached in 1963 when the 
present registration of 30 will reach 48. This figure 
does not reflect the drop-outs between grades VIII 
and XII. 

The percentage of drop-outs at the high school 
level is 50% nationwide, of those entering grade one. 
Monroe pupils have a much better record than that 
of the nation. 


Of the 30 pupils now in secondary schools, 1 is at 
Woodsville High School, 2 are at St. Johnsbury 
Academy, and 27 are at McIndoes Academy. 


Mrs. Madeline Pratt was employed to replace Miss 
Klingensmith, who resigned in June that she might 
accept a position at Franconia, thereby eliminating 
hazardous winter travel. Her resignation was ac- 
cepted with regret, Miss Klingensmith having been 
a very energetic, conscientious, and thorough teacher 
during her four years on the Monroe staff. 


Mrs. Pratt has attended Johnson Normal School, 
Vermont, and Plymouth Teachers College. She has 
had several years of successful teaching experience 
and is doing fine work with the pupils in grades V-VI 
this year. 


It is the hope of this office that all parents of pupils 
attending Monroe Consolidated School will continu- 
ally stress the advantages offered by it to their chil- 
dren, that the pupils in turn will realize, and more 
fully appreciate, their favored school opportunities 
as contrasted with the majority of elementary schools 
in this state. 


It has been said that if it is better to travel than to 
arrive, it is because traveling is a constant arriving, 
while arrival ends further traveling and is most easily 
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attained by going to sleep. Let us keep awake that the 
best interests of youth may be served. 

Acknowledgment is hereby made to the school board 
members for their administrative interest and co- 
operation, to the teachers for their conscientious en- 
deavors, and to the citizens of Monroe for their loyal 
support and interest in the welfare of the school 
system.

Dr. Paul Choate, school physician completed physi- 
cal examinations in all grades during September. 

Routine vision screening was done in all grades. 
Written notices were sent home when symptoms of 
defects were found. With these notices, went a form 
for the eye doctor to fill in after his examination. We 
would like these completed forms returned to the 
school for our health records. In this way, the school 
can carry out any special recommendations that are 
made by the doctor. 

The pure tone audiometric hearing test was done in 
grades 1, 2, 4, 6, and 8. Hearing tests were done in the 
other grades when a new pupil entered school, when 
there was a question of difficulty in hearing, and when 
the child had failed the test the previous year. 

The State Department of Health held a series of 
three Well-Child Conferences during the spring 
months. At these clinics, all pre-school children re- 
ceive a physical examination. This is an excellent time 
to have the child vaccinated and examined before he 
enters school. 
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During the school year, home visits were made to 
parents of first grade children. This gave an oppor- 
tunity to explain the health services offered by the 
school and to discuss any health needs of the child. 
Pamphlets with information about eyes, ears, teeth, 
immunizations, and basic food requirements were left 
with the parent. 

I want to express my appreciation to Mr. Bennett, 
Dr. Choate, Mr. Nye, the teachers, parents, and pupils 
for their kind cooperation during the year.

REPORT ON THE REGION 


Thanks to continuing support by your town as in 
past years, your region association has been able to 
carry out a varied program of publicity and promotion 
that has benefited this town and region substantially. 
For the sum appropriated, this town has participated 
in over $8,000 worth of direct publicity expenditures. 
How was it spent? Much of the outlay has been in the 
form of direct advertising and promotional literature, 
including maps, picture pamphlets, and listings of 
accommodations. Of these folders, we have gotten out 
over 100,000 copies this last year, EACH and EVERY 
ONE OF WHICH carries a message about your town. 
They have been distributed all over the U. S. and 
abroad, to the places where they will do the most 
good. Many of them have been handed out personally 
by the secretary in cities like New York, Boston and 
Montreal where we took part in exhibits to publicize 
our region. 


What results have been obtained? From a survey 
of just a tiny fraction (10%) of several thousands 
who wrote our office during a 5-month period for 
literature and information about this region, we dis- 
covered that from this small fraction alone enough 
money came into the region to replace the total of 
all 1954 town appropriations 214 times over! This 
takes no account of the money that came in through 
those who have summer homes here, buying goods and 
paying taxes to our towns, even though many of those 
get here through such services as those we render. 


How does this money help your town? Because with- 
out it, we in this state would have to burden ourselves 
with new and unpleasant taxes to maintain our high- 
ways, police protection and other such services; that’s 
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why it’s important to keep the out-of-state money 
coming in. 


Our region 4-H program continues to serve that 
fine movement and many of your boys and girls have 
had the opportunity to participate in our awards. We 
plan to carry this on and to co-operate with all the 
agencies which are trying to improve New Hamp- 
shire’s agricultural income. In the above and in many 
other ways, your White Mountains Region Association 
will continue to work for the benefit of the 46 north- 
ern communities of New Hampshire.
